ECLIPSES. 

There  will  be  two  Eclipses  only,  this  year,  and  both  will  be  of  the  Sun. 

I  There  will  be  a  visible  Eckpse  of  the  Sun  on  the  25th  of  April,  on  the  southern  liffib 
as  seen  from  the  following  places,  but  from  South  America  it  will  be  seen  on  the  fiorthern 
limb.    E.  stands  for  Evening,  M.  for  Morning. 
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This  Eclipse  will  be  visible  throughout  the  United  States,  excepting  the  Notth  Western 
corner  ot  the  Oregon  Territory;  also  throughout  Mexico,  Texas,  W~est  Indies,  Great  Britain. 
Ireland  and  Iceland;  together  with  the  southern  part  of  Greenland,  the  northern  part  of 
fcouth  America,  and  the  western  part  of  Europe  and  Africa.  It  will  be  central  and  annular 
en  the  meridian  in  latitude  25°  21'  north,  and  longitude  74°  31'  west  from  Greenwich,  or  30 
v/sst  from  the  meridian  of  New  York.
